During a boat trip, Î counted 
three ships unloading in the 
port which were flying the red 
danger flag.

The queue of vessels now 
waiting outside the porr, includ- 
ing a number flying the hammer 
and sickle, stretches back for 
miles into the heat haze. while 
more than 200 huge lorries 
depart daily on 1the 72-hour 
desert route to Baghdad. Since 
ıhe closure of the Iraqi port of 
Basra, Aqaba has become the 
main entry point for all Iraq's 
supplics, military and civilian. 

Some of the ships are flying a 
red flag, which means the cargo 
is cilher explosives or another 
dangerous material. 

There is no evidence yet that 
as a counter to the recent US 
prohibition on the supply of 
cerlain chemicals used ım {he 
manufacture of toxic gases, lhe 
Baghdad government will 
necessarily turn to the Soviet 
Union to keep up stocks. But 
that is the fear in many Western 
embassies in the Middle East, 
parıicularly afier this week's 
threat by Iraq to use chemical 
weapons in the event of a new 
Iranian mass offensive, 

Official statistics released to 
The Times showed that last year 
2.454 ships unloaded at Aqaba, 
compared with 1.744 in 981.

Inspectors criticize secondary 
schools for spoon-feeding

“Today it takes a blind enthusiast nor 
10 see how tarnished her own image 
has become. 

When Neil Kinnock became 
Labour Party leader six months ago, 
il was widely cxpected that Mrs 
Thatcher would eat him alive at 
Prime Minister's Question Time. I 
has not happened. Mr Kinnock 
stared a little hesitlanlly, but today 
he wins more of hese strange duels 
than he loses. 

However, the sheer range of 
perceived government mistakes, 
from its handling of the unions over 
the Government Communication 
Headquarters 10 the Prime Minis- 
ters own ineptitude in responding 1o 
questions about the Oman contracL 
has created a whole new picture of 
Mrs Thatcher. Instead of standing 
erect al lhe head of a determined 
political army. she seems to cower in 
a ditch as thc arrows fly. It is not 
{yc1) the quality or precise direction 
of each arrow that matters, but their 
number. 

It is a posture that any previous 
prime minisicr. if he were candid, 
would find familiar. The point about 
Mrs Thatcher, however, is that she 
has chosen to scl hersclf apart from 
previous prime ministers. as movie 
heroes set themselves apart from 
ordinary mortals. It is no accident 
1hat in almost every bate 1he 


Government now fights. Mrs 
Thatcher seeks a fresh Galtieri to 
vanquish. There is nothing 


dishonest about her approach: it is 
transparently how she thinks politics 
oughl 10 be conducted. And as long 
as she can demonstrate the 
occasional success, many clectors 
will agree with lier. 

But lhere arc many issues where 
there are no plausible Gallieris, 
however much Mirs Thatcher may 
wish 1o conjure ‘them up. The 
Common Market provides one 
immediate cxample where applying 
1he heroes and villains model of 
human actlivily is more likely to lead 
1o disasler than success. (A stray 
thought suppose the deadline for 
solving the Common Market's 
budget problems had occurred when 
we were seeking diplomatic support 
` against Argentina. What would our 
negotiating position at Brussels have 
looked like then?) 

Another such issue is the fate of 
the Falklands themselves. Until the 
Government radically changes iis 
policy. the cost and futility of the 
Fortress Falklands approach can 
onlv bccome more absurd and 
unsetiling. As long as Mrs Thatcher 
searches her B-movic mind for a 
solumion, she will fail. It would 
indeed bc ironic if the very quality 
that triumphed in the saga of the 
task force should ruin its sequel.

Two years ago this, weck Mrs 
Thatcher sent the naval task force to 
recapture the. Falklands. By any 
reckoning the Falklands war pro- 
vided the Prime Minister with her 
most glorious hour. Yet somehow 
the anriversary reports from Port 
Stanley fail to reflect that glory. 
Instead they symbolize the futility 
and uncertainty of the Govern- 
ment’s second term in office. 
Consider: two years ago the Prime 
Minister established an inner 
cabinet of experienced, determined 
politicians to direct a clear mission: 
1o recapture the Falklands. How 
vividly we recall the sights of that 
team entering and leaving Downing 
Street, their every pavement step 
recorded by the outside broadcast 
cameras, as they contemplated their 


Remember Francis mm, the 
Foreign Sccretary. curling bis 
shoulders a1 the despatch box and 
commanding the rapt attention of 
MPs - now disgraced and in exile 
wilh the wets? Remember John 
NotL lhe lean. unyielding Defence 
Secretary ~ now retire from 
politics? Remember Willie White- 
aw, the wise old cove who ensured 
Cabinet unity - now removed to the 
House of Lords? Remember Cecil 
Parkinson, the genial party cheer- 
leader - now inching back from the 
edge of political oblivion? 

Of that inner cabinet, only Mrs 
Thatcher herself remains in place. 
There is, in a way, juslice in her 
survival. She alone saw the war as a 
simple morality play: 4a fight 
betwcen goodics and baddies, cops 
and robbers, cowboys and injuns. 
Wherc¢ others worried over tlhe 
details of Peruvian peace plans, or 
Common Market diplomacy, or ihe 
striking power of Exocet missiles. 
she retained her primitive faith in 
the story coming right in the last 
recl. Come June 1982 and her faith 
was vindicated, while others’ doubts 
were NOL. 

In all hero-to-lhe-rcscuc movies, 
we leave the cinema assuming either 
that there is no aftermath, or that 
1he hero and heroine Hive idyllically 
ever after. We never see the dirty 
nappies or the blistering family 
rows. In this fatal respect, if no 
other, the Falklands war never could 
end like an old Ronald Reagan fflm. 
Two years on. and the prize for 
which more than 1,000 Britons and 
Argentines .dicd looks even more 
tarnished than before. 

Then there is Mrs Thatcher 
herself, Doubtless she would like her 
image to havc been frozcn on that 
night when she instructed us 10 
“rejoice™, But the real world, unlike 
the movies, kecps rolling. After 
keeping the “Falklands factor” alive 
long enough 1o win last year's. 
general election. Mrs Thatcher's 
ability to control events has gonc. 
Her opinion poll rating is now lower

per cent per annumYrin large part” 
1o “the Governmem relaxation 
of conırols on consumer credit 
(Professor Ncild). So far as I am 
aware there have been two specific 
instances of such relaxation: the 
raising of the mortgage interest relict 
ceiling from 25 per cent to 30 per 
cent a year ago and the elimination 
of hire purchase controls in 1he 
auturin of L982.

But they would presumably not 
quarrel! with Professor Miller's 
assertion thal “the level of gross 
domestic product remains far below 
its pre-recession trend line".

New principle in Arts Council policy Soviet curb on 


welfare gifts 


From Lord Coggan and others 

sir, We wish to draw attention, 
dhrough the courtesy of your 
zolumns, to a new clause of Soviet 
law which came into force on 
February f. Its likely efféct seems to 
be to make it difficult. if not 
impossible. for Soviet citizens 1o 
receive material gifts from Western 
oreanısations concerned for their 
welfare. 


The clause is ã new third part to 
arlicle 70 of the Criminal Code of 
the RSFSR (Russian Republic), 


which deals with “anti-Soviet 
agıtaton and propaganda", and 
slates that 


4clıons carried out with the use of 
moneys or other material goods received 
from foreign organisations or ns 
acing jn {ihe interesis of such 
organisations are punishable bv depri- 
vation of freedom for up to 10 vears,. with 
or without a subsequent jive years 
[intemal] exile. 

We are deeply concerned lest the 
new law should increase the already 
considerable material hardship 
endured by some members of the 
Soviet population. Most at risk are 
the famılies of prisoners sentenced 
for the public expression of their 
poliucal and/or religious convic- 
tons. 

it is not widely known that these 
families receive nio social şecurity Or 
wclfare benefits from the Sovict 
governmenL They must depend for 
their livelihood upon the generosity 
of famılıes and friends. Others who 
may be affecled include. most 
notably, Lhe socalled “refuseniks” 
persons who have applied 1o 
emigrate from the USSR. afler 
whıch they have almost automati- 
cally lost theır jobs. 

Much depends upon the way the 
new law is to be interpreted. I1 will 
be clear from its wording that il does 
nol appear 1o be an offence for a 
Soviet citizen lo receive a gift from 
abroad for personal or family use, 
An offence would occur only if such 
a gifl could be shown lo have been 
used for “anlı-Soviet actions”, 
Howcver. the arbitrary and incon- 
sıslent manner in which article 70 
has becn interpreted by Soviet 
ur in recen! years does no1 augur 
well. 

Receipt of a gifi from abroad 
might well be used as the basis for a 
charge of inlent to engage in “anti- 
Sovict actions”. 

A change in the leadership of any 
country is always a time when new 
پا ا‎ may be e 1 
relationships forged. and new ho) 

. created. We would wish 0 endorşe 
all ihe cautiously oplimistic slate- 
ments concerning hopes for a new 
way forward which have been made 
recenlly by major international 
leaders of both East and West. But 
we would point out {0 the new 
Soviet leadership that it is more 
difficult for us to do so now than it 
was before 1hc new clause 3 of article 
70 came into force.

The 
phrase “Old Teşıament şhitters” is 
used by the reporter of both sides, 
not just the Israelis. . 


™Cub” is a complex and powerful 
poem (not. pace Roger Scruton, a 
piece of prose: it is writen in elegiac 
couplets, allemating hexameters and 
penlameters) about a terrible war.

The Big Six are not so big 
everywhere, bad as they are in some 
places. and immunization is not 
always as effeclive as is claimed, for 
instance. against tuberculosis in 
India and against whooping cough 
in some other countries. 

There are also very define risks 
of severe and sometimes life-threal- 
ening adverse reaclions if vaccines 
are administered indiscriminately in 
mass inoculations and il is not 
always possible in developing 
countries {Oo take adequate pre 
caulions 1o ensure safely in this 
respect.

NO FREE LUNCH FOR FARMERS 


Fhe Europcan Community's 
monstrous over-production of 
milk could not be rectified’ 
without hurting the dairy 
farmers. whose prosperity has 
hcen founded on _ expansion of 
herds and yields. The correclive 
measure finally agreed at 
Brussels al the week end — 
national quotas enforced by a 
penal tax on excess produclion — 
ımmediately worsens 1he finan- 
cial outlook for all dairymen, 
though each remains in ignor- 
ance of the precise effects on him 
until the detailed application of 
ihe new policy has been setiled. 
The average cut in production of 
just under 7 per cent may be no 
worse than what a lale spring 
and dry summer will do. But 
with the wealher there is always 
the chance of a better season 
next year: with the CAP there is 
now no relicf in the outlook.

ALFONSIN’S 100 DAYS 


The close of Dr Alfonsin’s first 
1)0 days has coincided with the 
sccond anniversary of the _in- 
vasion of the Falklands. The 
acrasion was marked by the 
inauguration of a war memorial 
at Lujan. where the President 
reaffirmed Argentina's claims. 
and a less dıgnified demon- 
stration in Buenos Aires. which 
damaged the clock tower thal 
used to be called the Torre de los 
Inglesis. AL the same time the 
government achieved lasl-min- 
ute assistance on its debl prob- 
lems, postponing their definition 
a little longer. What has restored 
democratic govemment 
achieved so far. in the face of s0 
many grave problems, all con- 
necied?

Unified look at origins of universe

For most people Kirov 
means the famed Kirov Ballet 
from Leningrad. formeriy the 
Mariinsky Ballet in imperial 
umes, In the early 1930s. 
Kirov. the voung. able and 
handsome Leningrad parlv 
boss. was Stalin's chief rival in 
the Politburo. and when he 
was . assassinated in 1934 
many thought Stalin ` was 
imıplicated.
